But the School Department has 
hopes of completing the action 
in the next Annual Town Meeting, 
in March, if. it is not completed 
in the Special Town Meeting next 
Saturday. 

The first article asks that the 
town vote to participate in a Reg- 
ional Drug Abuse Control Cen- 
ter, in Lowell. As understood 
by this paper, this has to be voted 
yearly. It is not one of those 
things which, once voted, goes on 
forever. The Finance Commit- 
tee has approved’$8,290, by trams- 
fer. 

The Finance Committee has 
disapproved the purchase of the 
Roberts Estate, which comes up 
in Article 2. The School Com- 
mittee is ready to submit an art- 
icle for purchase of the former 
estate, with $3900 being trans- 
ferred from Account 960, of 
the town’s funds. Thers is 
confidence in the School De- 
partment that this will be ac- 
cepted by the voters. 

Article 3 is disapproved by 
the Finance Committee with the 
remark that ‘‘We understand 
that this article will be passed 
over’. This implies an un- 
derstanding of some sort 

There is a legal technical- 
ity. The town cannot vote for 
money for plans for a_build- 
ing on land that it does not own. 
That is why the School author- 
ities are looking forward to 
the March Town Meeting for 
this vote.

The Finance Committee has ap- 
proved spending $1,000 for plans 
for an addition to the Police Sta- 
tion, under Article 4 

High Density Zoning, proposed 
by the Planning Board, and, too, 
by Selectman Backman, got a 
rough treatment from the Finance 
Committee. It disapproved of 
most of the proposals. saving 
only one on Drive-In Restuar- 
ants, which caused all the com- 
motion in the first place. 

The Planning Board has pre- 
pared a number of amendments 
for these articles. If properly 
present, the Finance Committee 
might be persuaded to change its 
mind. Some of the Planning 
Board articles deserve better 
treatment than a curt No. 

Article 17 is to correct an arti- 
cle in the annual Town Meeting 


which was voted incorrectly. The 
town’s vote failed approval by the 
state, as a result. It concerns 
the vote on West Street. 

Article 18 asks for a new fee 
schedule for the Building Inspec- 
tor. The Town Manager says it 
is more ‘realistic’ 

Article 19 is to correct action 
voted in 1965, for the taking of 
land for school purposes, off 
Hopkins Street. 

Article 20 is the same thing, 
for the Whitefield School 

Article 21 has its humor. A 
company, newly arrived in Mass- 
achusetts (Brewster Lumber) 
made a mistake and paid its taxes 
twice. The only way it can get the 
extra money back is by petition- 
ing the state legislatre. through 
the town. 


ASSISTANT COMMISSIONER

In my opinion, your proposal 
to construct a new high school 
on an adequate site is an integ- 
ral part of an educationally and 
financially sound long-range 
plan for meeting present and 
future school building needs 
in Wilmington. This action 
if taken will not only allow the 
town to move towards a solu- 
tion to its school housing pro- 
blem with one school con- 
struction project. but — will 
also allow the town to make 
use of existing school facili- 
ties in an effective manner by 
converting the existing high 
school to a junior high school 
and converting the intermed- 
iate schools to elementary 
schools. 

I hope the citizens of Wil- 
mington follow your recomm- 
endation and take positive ac- 
tion at the November 21 Spe- 
cial Town Meeting.

it was a 
Crude Bomb 


In reporting the story of the at- 
tempted fire-torching of the 
West Intermediate School, last 
week, the Town Crier remarked 
that the Molotov cocktails were 
crude. 

The West Intermediate School 
was the scene of a basketball 
game on that Tuesday when the 
firebombs were thrown. The 
games ended at 9:30 pm. The 
alarms went off at 9:42 pm. 

These were the first obvious 
facts, for the Detective Bureau 
of the Wilmington Police Depart- 
ment. They led to other facts and 
conclusions, and by Saturday 
morning they were in Woburn 
Court. seeking warrants for the 
search of two homes in Wil- 
mington, and for the arrest of 
the suspects, whom they named. 

They knew what they were look- 
ing for - a material that was in 
those bombs. They found it. The 
members of the Detective Bureau 
consider the evidence on hand to 
be quite conclusive. 

Sgt. George Shepard and Inspec- 
tors John Harvey and Daniel Bal- 
lou made the arrests last Satur- 
day - all juveniles except for 
one who is technically an adult, 
being 17 years old. All are from 
Wilmington except one juvenile 
who comes from Arlington. 

All were arraigned in Woburn 
Court Monday morning, before 
Justice Francis Cullen, Four 
were released on bail, one was 
committed to an institution, and 
the ‘adult’ was sent to the Bil- 
lerica jail, in lieu of the bail set 
($10,000). A hearing is scheduled 
in Woburn Court on November 30 
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“The Hot Seat” 


Roberts Estate H.S. Site 


Thers's a chair at the Plan- 
ning Board conference table la- 
belled ‘The Hot Seat”. While 
the derivation of the name is un- 
certain, the effect of sitting in that 
chair was clearly demonstrated 
Tuesday night at the Board’s 
scheduled meeting in the Mil- 
dred Rogers School. 

Madelyn McKie was sitting in 
the Hot Seat when she made a mo- 
tion that the Board recommend 
the passage of Article Two at 
Saturday’s Special Town Meet- 
ing, which submitted by the School 
Committee, asks that the Town 
vote to raise the money for the ac- 
quisition of the Roberts Estate as 
a site for the construction of a pub- 
lie school or schools. 

The motion was defeated by a 
vote of three to two. 

Citing the population projection 
included in the 701 Master Plan, 
Mrs. McKie had noted that the 
Roberts Estate is in the area of 
greatest growth potential. 

The Master Plan projection is 
in opposition to Prof. Charles 
Eliot’s School Site Report of one 
month ago in which it was stated 
that South Wilmington. had the 
greatest population growth poten- 
tial. 

“Are we saying yes, the Town 
needs a new high scheol?’’ asked 
Mort Grant. 

“Were saying the land should be 
acquired,”’ responded Mrs. 
McKie. 

Grant was concerned about the 
construction costs of a new high 
school and the Board's recom- 
mendations. The Planning Board 
shouldn’t put itself in the posi- 
tion of approving this without con- 

sideration to finances. By in- 
ference the townspeople will think 
the Planning Board is recomm- 
ending a new high school,” he 
added. Grant went on to say that 
the proposal for a ndw high 
school ‘thas been a continual sell- 
ing job by the School Committee.”’ 

Mrs. McKie responded that “the 
Planning Board is not recommend- 
ing on matters of finance, or on 
the need for a new school, but on 
site locations.”’ 

To this Grant said that the Rob- 
erts Estate had not been recom- 
mended by Prof. Eliot in his 
School Sites Report. 


From the Hot Seat, Mrs. McKie 
replied that the report made no re- 
commendations but listed consider- 
ations to be made in selecting a 
site. Some of these came under 
the Planning Board's jurisdic- 
tion such as abutting properties, 
Population growth and sewerage 
problems. 

Fianaces were not in the realm 
of the Board, she explained. 

Dan Gillis had asked that he 
speak last. 

“This is absurd,” he’ said. 
“The Planning Board’s paid con- 


sultant, experts, soil surveys...... 
you always say listen to the pro- 
fessionals, now you want the plan- 
ning Board to recommend the Rob- 
erts Estate? That's asinine,”’. 

Asked about sewerage fac- 
ilities, Town Engineer Arthur 
Harding told the Board. that 
it would cost more to extend the 
sewer from the main~trunk- 
line to the Roberts Estate than 
to the Allen property. 

Returning to the subject of 
population growth, Mort Grant 
said he felt the figures presen- 
ted by the School Committee 
were "less valid now than when 
they were prepared due to the 
events of the past year." Co- 
pany layoffs and tight money 
are resulting in less construc- 
tion of new homes, here as 
everywhere, he suggested. 

Mrs. McKie then asked about 
the alternative site, the Allen 
property. She said it couldn't 
be taken for a school site ve- 
cause, as the Permanent Build- 
ing Committee reported two 
months ago, it was a business 
and would cause a hardship 
for the owner, 

“A piece of land with a path 
for racing horses is a busi- 
ness?”, asked Gillis incred- 
uously. “That's asinine, too!” 

Mrs. McKie and Chairman 
Bill Hooper voted in favor, 
and Grant, Gillis and Bill Han- 
lon were opposed to the mo- 
tion. 

In listing the reasons for the 
negative vote, for a report to 
the voters at Town Meeting, 
Bill Hanlon included the ad- 
verse report from the USD 
Soil Conservation Service on 
soil surveys on the Roberts 
land, Prof. Eliot’s verbal if 
not written recommendation of 
the Allen property jas a high 
school site, and the discrepancy 
between the Master Plan popula- 
tion projection and the School 
Sites Report projection. 

Mort Grant added some com- 


ments about the School Com- 
mittee’s Total Building~ Pro- 
gram, saying: “The School 


Committee is doing a dis-ser- 
vice to the Town by only pre- 
senting their side of the argu- 
ment, by saying ‘we're giving 


you information’ and they're 
not.”” 
Other Facets 
Prior to the school sites motion 


and discussion, the Board had 
outlined other facets of its re- 
port for the Special Town Meet- 
ing. 

Reasons given for the necess- 
ity of High Density Zoning were 
the return of control to the peo- 
ple on aspects of land usage, 
high traffic volume problems, 
and the refining of the zoning 
by-laws. 

Bill Hanlon pointed out that the

In explaining the Board's dis- 
approval of Article 27, the re- 
port will list such reasons as 
disfavorable reports from 
neighbors, spot zoning, traffic 
problems which make the area 
detrimental to the health, safety 
and welfare of motorists, out- 
standing action on the HDZ ar- 
ticles, and the present zoning of 
the land in question as residen- 
tial. 

Article Ten would remove the 
‘possibility of having a clubhouse 
in a rural or residential area 
and leav clubhouses in the sec- 
tion of the by-laws governing 
accepted uses in a General 
Business district. 


The reason for submitting 
Article 16 is to close a by- 
law loophole which permits 


dwellings in -a General Busi- 
ness district. The Board noted 
that the loophole has existed for 
many years and was a result 
of poor planning. 

Street Acceptance 

Aproposal from Town accep- 
tance of 35 streets at the March 
Town Meeting was made by 
Town Engineer Arthur Hard- 
ing. Harding delivered a short 
status report on street construc- 
tion and improvement, and said 
that most of the word had been 
completed. 

He said he'd like to see the 
Town “clean up all. the loose 
ends and outstanding subdivi- 
sions in the entire Town.”’ 

Some of the streets mentioned 
for acceptance this spring were: 
Fordham Road and Industrial 
Way, Harold Avenue and Reed 
Street in Jackson Park, Nathan. 
Benson, Radclif and Everett 
Roads, Wicks Circle, Adelaide 
Street and the streets in Allen 
Park. 

Harding noted that Sherwood 
Road and Washington Street are 
being completed under the Bet- 
terment Act and would be ready 
for street acceptance in March. 

He also reported that there is a 
street in Hathaway Acres with- 
out a name. Orginally inten- 
ded to be part of Marie Drive. 
one section of the street had to 
be detoured around a ledge 
formation thus making a sep- 
arate roadway. 

Harding concluded by saying 
the streets. if accepted. would

add three’ to four miles of road- 

way to the existing 76 miles in 

Town. This he believed would 

prove beneficial in the future ap- 

plication for Chapter 90 funds. 
Land Plans 

Two of three land plans sub- 
mitted to the Board by Harding 
were endorsed. 

The first of these was a plan by 
the Town Engineer for a drain 
easement 50 feet wide from 
Bridge Lane to the Middlesex Can- 
al to relieve present and future 
flooding conditions in the area. 

The second plan endorsed was 
for 4.78 acres of land on the Wo- 
burn town line owned by Anthony 
Santullo of Chestnut Avenue, Burl- 
ington. 

A plan submitted to the Town En- 
gineer by Dr. C.A. Rounds for 
the subdivision of land on Woburn 
and Salem Streets was disappro- 
ved by the Board on a motion by 
Dan Gillis. The motion for dis- 
approval was based on the belief 
that the plans showed a possible 
re-subdivision at a future date. 

In making the motion Gillis said 
he was “tired of attorneys trying 
to circumvent the law.”” 


HIGH DENSITY 
ARTICLES AMENDED 


Voters attending the Special 
Town Meeting Saturday will find 
that the High Density Articles sub- 
mitted by the Planning Board have 
undergone some minor surgery. 

The ‘amended-zoning amend- 
ments are the result of the 
Board’s public hearing two 
weeks ago and the discussion 
which took place at the follow- 
ing Tuesday night meeting. 

Deleted from Article Seven 
under “uses permitted” in HDZ 
are the sections dealing with in- 
door amusement, showrooms, 
retail merchandising businesses, 
and hotels or motels. 

Restaurants which do not pro- 
vide dancing or entertainment, 
parking lots and service sta- 
tions are permitted. 

Repair garages, drive-in 
restaurants and restaurants with 
dancing and/or entertainment 


are permitted, in HDZ, only by 
authorization of the Board of 
Appeals. 

Articles Five through Nine. ex- 
cluding Seven, remain the same 
as advertised. The purpose of 
the first five articles is to de-

fine HDZ and to place certain 
businesses within its realm. 

To keep everything legal, ar- 
ticles removing those sams busi- 
nesses from the zoning categories 
they now occupy are necessary, 
hence articles 11 through 13. 

Article 11 removes restaurants 
from Neighborhood Business Dis- 
tricts, Article 12 deletes restau- 
rants, parking lots and service 
stations from General Business 
Districts, and Article 13 takes re- 
pair garages out of the section of 
the zoning by-laws relative to In- 
dustrial Districts. 

Bill Hooper, chairman of the 
Planning Board, had said after 
the public hearing that the Board 
expected there would be some 
opposition to the articles and that 
the Board had purposely made 
them broad to allow cutting if 
necessary. 

Assisting in the surgery that 
evening were Attorney Joseph 
Courtney and Stan Webber of 
the Chamber of Commerce. 
Their comments, respectively, 
that the articles were ‘‘a rather 
drastic form of overkill” and 
“not specific enough" in the or- 
iginal form helped pave the way 
for the changes. 

It has been reported that the Se- 
lectmen have approved of the 
articles as amended.

Evaluation 


The Scarboro soils have severe 
limitations for school sites, commer- 
cial and industrial sites, home sites. 
and for disposal of septic tank effluent 
Because of their rapid permeability. 
these soils are easily drained. provid- 
ing ble outlets for underground 
drai systems. However, these 
soils are also subject to flooding by 
the Ipswich Rive¥ and are located in 
the flood plain. If drainage is practi- 
cal, these areas may be made useable 
for recreational uses. 

The muck soils have severe limita- 
tions for school sites, commercial and 
industrial sites, home sites, and for 
disposal of septic tank effulent. When 
drained these soils shrink, when filled 
upon they compress and settle.

to a slowly permeable compact layer 
occurring 20-30 inches beneath the 
surface. The extremely stony surface 
and subsurface cause difficulty in site 
preparation and landscaping. 

Constructing a school on this site 
with the necessary parking area, roads 
and sports fields would require exten- 
sive grading and land shaping. In 
the process of grading, great numbers 
of large boulders would be exposed 
Also during the process of grading. 
‘an extremely large area of the compact 
subsurface ‘soil. would be uncovered. 
‘This would probably make it necessary 
to provide subsurface drainage 
around any basement foundations of 
the school as well as subsurface drain- 
age im the parking areas, roads and 
playing field areas. 

‘The predicted percolation rate of the 
subsurface soil is slow and it may be 
difficult to obtain the necessary state 
approval for installation of an on site 
disposal field. It may be possible to 
construct a filter field by placing fill 
over a pervious soil area: however. 
the opportunity for causing ground 
water pollution is an important con- 
sideration in this location. In our 
opinion, the site would be better ser. 
viced by a sanitary sewer system 

Since much of the site is wetland and 
is located in the flood plain of the 
Ipswich River, information of value 
may be obtained from the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers who are current- 
ly conducting a flood plain informa- 
tion study 

If these wet soils are to be dredged. 
drained or filled, the town should 
comply with Chapter 131, Section 40. 
of the General Laws of Mass.. known 
as the Hatch Act. 


Summary 


If this area is to be used as a school 
site, it should be pointed out that to 
develop the area will be costly due 
to the inherent limitations of the 
soils. 

Reference is made to the USDA Oper. 
ational Soil Survey, Town of Wil- 
mington, Mass., 1969. The interpre- 
tive map for Commercial and Indus- 
trial Sites with On Site Septic Sys: 
tems may be used to select other po- 
tential school sites for evaluation 
that are more suitable from a soils 
standpoint. These areas identified 
as having slight limitations are char- 
acterized as having the best physi- 
cal soil properties for school con- 
struction

They Called Him Tony

people who for one reason or another failed to succeed. 


John Horton was’ not a “‘success’’. 


But he was a real, 


live man, and an interesting one. His story deserves to be 


told. 


Tony, as he was called, was 
born John Horton, one of a fam- 
ily of brothers and sisters, down 
on Parker Street. His father 
was Howard Horton, who had 
been born in Wisconsin, pro- 
bably of a Maine family, and had 
come east to meet and marry 
Clarissa Sheldon, the daughter 
of one of the sturdy families of 
Wilmington. 

Howard Horton was a carpen- 
ter and builder, and he served 
the Town of Wilmington with 
honor and distinction in several 
capacities during his lifetime. 
He was, for instance, a member 
of the School Committee for 
many years. He was the chair- 
man, in 1914 - 15, when the town 
built a new High School (now the 
Swain School) for a cost of $36 
thousand. Howard build many 
homes in Wilmington - one that 
comes to mind is the Wilson home 
on Shawsheen Avenue, which he 
built in the early twenties 

Jghn had an accident when he 
was three years old - he found 


“some headache powders, and he 


ate them. It deranged him men- 
tally for life. 

He grew up to-be - well to day 
the Town Idiot is wrong, as is to 
say the Town Fool. But he was 
incapable of an education of any 
degree, as he was incapable of 
carrying sustained thoughts. 

John was incapable of finishing 
his education in the Wilmington 
Schools, and he grew up to be a 
sort of handy man, after his own 
definitions of what that entailed. 
The youths of his age, with typi- 
cal thoughtlessness, called him 
Tony, a name that he did not like,

but to which he learned to respond. 
Tony was often the butt of rude 
practical jokes, on the part of his 
peers. 

His parents, of course took 
care of their son in a thoughtful 
way, but as he grew older he could 
not be kept at home. John, for so 
his father called him, was taken 
with his father to the jobs that 
were being done, as a simple help- 
er. It was a task to which he 
could not apply himself with any 
sustained effort, more than a few 
hours. 

And, in their cruel and thought- 
less way, the boys of Wilmington 
liked John, or as they called him, 
Tony. Sometimes he made some 
surprisingly sage remarks, 
which were repeated over and o- 
ver, in the barbershop of Peter 
Langlois, down in the square. 
Tony could always provide con- 
versation, in that barbershop. 

In those days, when a kitchen 
stove not only was a necessity 
for cooking breakfast, but also 
for heating a home, Tony devel- 
oped a business of sawing cord 
wood into stove length. He 
would walk around town with a 
saw-horse over his shoulder and 
an old hat somewhere on the back 
of his head. A large saw over his 
shoulder, and a smile on his face 
was all the introduction that was 
needed, and many an afternoon 
Tony spent in the backyards of 
Wilmington’s homes, cutting up 
cordwood. He got 25 cents, or 
maybe 50 cents, for cutting a cord 
of wood - which wasn’t much pay. 
But in those days, a young fellow 
who had nothing to do would go out 
into the woods in the winter and 
cut fire wood, at a going rate of 
$3 a cord, which was even more 
work. 

Tony would always do an errand 
for a dime, or a quarter. Ralph 
Currier had a meat market, up in 
the square about where the Center 
Pharmacy is today, and Ralph 
would send Tony down to the bank 
on occasion, to get some small 
change. Tony would accomplish 
the errand with zeal, and prompt- 
ness, and never a thought of tak-

ing any money for himself. Ralph, 
of course would always tip Tony. 

It was at the bank end whefe the 
fun was. Joseph McMahon, who 
was the banker, and represented 
what is now the Reading Sa’ 
Bank, would always have a little 
gentle fun with Tony - pretend to 
short-change him. 

Tony was very poor at reading, 
but not at counting, and he would 
pounce on Joe’s “errors” with 
glee. “Oh no! Mr. McMahon - 
You can’t Fool Me!” And he 
would triumphantly count out the 
right change, which he would 
bring back to Ralph Currier. 

Joe's trick, if that is what you 
want to call it, was that of a 
gentleman. Some which were 
played on Tony were more crude, 

When the late George Spanos 
“Mayor of Wilmington” was mar- 
ried, in 1915, to one of the Kelley 
girls, Jim Kelley, Town Clerk, 
gave him as a wedding present a 
lot of land abutting Kelley’s Mea- 
dow, on Glen Road. It was there 
that George built his home, now 
the home of the Slattery family. 
Howard Horton was the carpen- 
ter. John went along as an assis- 
tant to his dad. 

There was the day that Howard 
put up the roof timbers. He had 
spent the previous day cutting 
the timbers to the right lengths, 
and he had the ridge pole in place. 

It was John’s job to lay the tim- 
bers against the house, in such a 
way that Howard, on the second 
floor, could pick them up, slide 
them into position, and nail them 
into place. It was a simple job 
for John - just keep putting those 
timbers into place alongside the 
building, as his father took them 
away. 

On that same day two young men 
were employed in digging the 
tesspool. It was easy digging in 
that ground, and long before noon 
the digging was completed. They 
had nothing to. do until the mason 
arrived to “stone” the cesspool, 
and when John wandered over to 
look down into the hole which they 
had dug, they impulsively gave 
him a push. 

John was down in the hole. 
“Let me out of here!” he cried. 

But neigher of the young men 
listened. Instead, as they timb- 
ers disappeared upwards, into 
Howard's hands, the young men 
kept putting more alongside the 
building, so that Howard suspect- 
ed nothing. It wasn’t until noon 
time, when he descended for his 
lunch, that he saw his son down 
in that hole, still crying ‘Let 
Me Out of Here!” 

And the boys in Pete’s Barber- 
shop chuckled over that one. It 
was a long time, they ‘said, be- 
fore Tony could ever be pursuad- 
ed to look into another hole. . 

No story of Tony wouid be com- 
plete without telling what happen- 
ed to him in the winter times, when

the men and boys were cutting ice 
on Silver Lake. It was cruel 

Walter Hale had icehouses on 
Main Street, about opposite Glen 
Road. Every winter he would cut 
ice, and store it, and in the summer 
he would sell that ice from ice- 
wagons which toured the town. It 
was a fine business until some- 
body had to go and invent the elec- 
tric refrigerator. 

Cutting ice wasn’t a real money- 
making operation for the farmers 
of Wilmington, but it gave them 
something to do, in the winter 
months. Work would start in the 
morning, late after the chores 
had been done, and would knock 
off in time for the farmers to get 
home and milk their cows. And 
it meant a few dollars of pay. 

Once the cutting operations had 
begun there would be an open wat- 
er, which was called ‘the pond”, 
and into the pond floes of ice 
would be cut and drifted down to 
the place where they were split up 
into individual pieces, and con- 
veyed into the ice house. 

John, of course, with nothing to 
do, would always wander down to 
the ice cutting, and Walter Hale 
would pay him fifty cents a day, 
just as he paid the other boys. 
John wasn’t always capable of sus- 
tained effort, but he could handle 
a peavy, and push the ice flows 
along the edge of the pond. 

No one was watched more care- 
fully than John. Every young fel- 
low had his eyes on Poor Tony. 
And sure enough, every other 
year or so, perhaps every third 
year, John would get careless 
and step onto an ice raft. 

That was a signal for action. 

A dozen young fellows, all bear- 
ing peavies, would rush over and 
push that raft out into the pond. 
And there would John stranded. 

“Let me off of here!” he 
would cry. But no one would. 
And if the wind should blow the 
raft towards the edge of the ice, 
willing peavies would again 
shové the floe olit into the pond 
and John would be left. crying on 
the floe. Finally someone would 
tell Howard, who would come and 
rescue his son. 

It was cruel, and it was seom- 
thing to chuckle over, in the bar- 
bershop. 

On Saturday afternoons, nearly 
every week, John would go to 
Lowell, to see the movies. It 
was great sport for him, and 
the whole afternoon would cost 
him only fifty cents = ten cents 
up, in the street car - ten cents 
back, and thirty cents for ad- 
mission and peanuts. 

John would sit through two per- 
formances, the matinee and the 
evening performance, and then 
get on the street car and go 
home, sitting happily in back, 
eating uts, and telling every- 
body bon the movies he had 
just seet.. 

Tne ladies of Wilmington, who 


of course knew of John, but 
A tometer? were oft 


riding in the street car, as he 
returned from Lowell, babbling 
away about the heroine, and her 
beauty. Somehow, they felt it 
was the kind of conversation they 
should not have to listen to, even 
though John never really said 
anything to offend anyone 


But the ladies of fifty years ago 
just didn’t like to have to ride 
in the same street car with 
John Horton. 

John died about five years ago, 
somewhere about eighty-five 
years old. He spent the last days 
of his life on the Daly farm, in 
North Wilmington, a ward of the 
town, and every day he would 
walk out to greet the mailman - 
still a smile on his face. 

The best story - that’s being 
saved for the last. 

Back about fifty years ago Bill 
Altman had a meat market, where 
the Little Giant Liquors store now 
stands. Beside the store was a 
little brook, and a fence, and over 
that fence a maple tree - swamp 
maple, not much of a tree, but it 
did provide some shade for a hot 
July afternoon. 

Chester Horton, John’s brother,
